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Naval Academy Gives 


Class Honor Winners 


UNE WEEK for midshipmen of 

the first class began at the Naval 
Academy yesterday, a round of drills, 
ceremonies and parties which bring to 
a close their undergraduate days. 

For the next five days, the first 
classmen will taste the fruits of four 
years of effort, which will come to a 
close next Thursday night when they 
will be handed their diplomas, and the 
greater part of them, their commis- 
sions as ensigns of the United States 
Navy. A number of the midshipmen 
will receive honors for high standing in 
various activities of the Academy 
course. 

Midshipman Thomas Donald Tyra of 
St. Paul, Minn., is announced as the 
number one man of the class, attaining 
a general average of 902.39 out of 
1,000 for the four-year course. He 
will be awarded the Gardner L. Cas- 
key Memorial Prize Watch given each 
year to the man who tops the class 
scholastically. As he finished first in 
engineering and aeronautics, he will 
also receive the Class of 1924 Prize 
Watch. 

Alexander Craig Veasey of New Jer- 
sey stood second to Tyra with a general 
average of 900.67, just ahead of Ho- 
racio Rivero, jr., of Porto Rico, whose 
average was 900.36. Midshipman Vea- 
sey will also be awarded the sword 
provided by the Class of 1871 for ex- 
celling in practical and _ theoretical 
ordnance and gunnery. Twenty-nine 
members of the first class were desig- 
nated as “star,” having attained an 
average of 85 per cent or better dur- 
ing their four year course. 

Harris Peterkin Child of Washing- 
ton, will be awarded the Daughters of 
the American Revolution sword for 
excellence in practical seamanship. 

The navigating sextant, offered by 
the late Col. Robert M. Thompson, for 
proficiency in practical and theoretical 
navigation, will go to James T. Lay, 
St. Clair, Mo. 

The United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy prize, known as the “Maury 
prize,” a pair of marine binoculars, 
offered to the member of the third 
class who excels in physics, has been 
won by Robert A. Gallagher, Pitts- 
ton, Pa. 

The Secretary of the Navy’s rifle 
trophy for service rifle competition, 
open to members of the senior class, 
will be presented to John F. Harper, 
Jr., Catonsville, Md. 

Six midshipmen of the graduating 
class have been selected by Rear Adm. 
Thomas C. Hart, superintendent, to re- 
ceive commendatory letters for gen- 
eral efficiency. Such letters are re- 
garded as signal honors, the selections 
being those whom the superintendent 
regards as having contributed most 
by their officer-like qualities and posi- 
tive characters to the development of 
naval spirit and loyalty within the 
regiment, in laying a foundation upon 
which to build a service reputation for 
ability. 

Copies of the letters are placed on 
the official records of the Navy De- 
partment. Those who will receive them

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Naval Officers Study 
Approved Selections 


ORTY-SIX lieutenant commanders 

of the Navy were recommended 

for promotion to the grade of com- 

mander by the line selection board 

which reported this week. The Presi- 

dent approved the board’s findings on 
May 26. 

As the first board to be convened 
under the new personnel law and the 
first to be faced with proposition of 
making selections with the Navy up 
to its authorized strength, its recom- 
mendations were looked forward to 
with interest by the entire Navy. For 
the first time the principle of selection 
had to be exercised under normal cir- 
cumstances, and the perfentage of se- 
lection made by the board will prob- 
ably act as a precedent for future 
boards. 

Generally speaking the report of the 
groups of rear admirals was received 
with favor. Only slightly more than 
sixty per cent selection was made of 
the class of 1911, which is about the 
figure set by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion as the average percentage which 
must be mainained in order that there 
will’ be no discrimination against sub- 
sequent classes. 

The sentiment seems to be growing 
among Naval officers that consideration 
of officers for promotion to the three 
highest ranks is too much of a task 
for one selection board. The results 
of the recent board bear this out, many 
contend. Legislation providing for a 
senior and a junior selection board or 
something of the sort, will be much 
discussed during the next year. 

Of the officers selected by the’ board 
this week the senior 28 will make their 
number for commander on June 4. 
The remainder will go up between now 
and the first of December, to fill vacan- 
cies which are in view. 

As a result of the selections vacan- 
cies for eight officers of the Medical 
Corps are made.

ig IS likely that decision will be made 

by the War Department within, a 
few weeks as to which Cavalry regi- 
ment will be “unhorsed” to make way 
for the first Cavalry mechanized regi- 
ment. It is probable that the actual 
transformation will not take place until 
late in the Summer or Fall. 

There will be no sudden or whole- 
sale turnover of personnel in the 
Mechanized Force, it is understood. 
Changes will be made gradually with 
a view to keeping the majority of the 
force always of men thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the equipment and train- 
ing. Lt. Col. Adna R. Chaffee, GSC, 
(Cav), who has played a leading part 
in the G-3 studies on the subject during 
his tour of duty in Washington, is 
one of the Cavalry officers who will 
soon join the Force at Ft. Eustis. 
Colonel Chaffee will arrive at Ft. Eus- 
tis to take up his new duties about 
June 15. 

Funds for the new mechanized Cav- 


alry regiment will probably be a much | 


discussed point when hearings on the 
War Department appropriations bill 
are started in the Fall. Previously 
the War Department has not included 
such items in its budget estimates but 
Congress of its own volition gave some 
funds for the current apropriations. 
Now that the Chief of Staff has shown 
such positive views in favor of me- 
chanization it is highly probable that 
the budget estimates now being com- 
piled will include a substantial amount 
for the purchase of modern equipment 
for the forthcoming Cavalry mechan- 
ized regiment. The present equip- 
ment, while in an excellent state of 
repair, is obsolete in type and costly 
to maintain because of its age. Mod- 
ern vehicles are considered highly nec- 
essary in order to give the Cavalry a 
fair chance with its new force. 
Representative Ross A. Collins, of 
Meridian, Miss., expressed gratification 
this week at the action of the War 
Department in connection with mech- 
anization. It is a matter over which

General MacArthur 


Praises Air Division 





THE announcement, May 24, that the 

Chief of Staff, General Douglas 
MacArthur, would establish general 
headquarters in Boston that afternoon 
and assume command of the air ma- 
neuvers caused much interest to the 
services. At the time of the announce- 
ment it was assured that Brigadier 
General Foulois would continue in com- 
mand of the air division itself, in the 
maneuvers. 

General MacArthur and the Chief 
of the Air Corps, Maj. Gen. James E. 
Fechet, were piloted to Boston Sunday 
morning by Capt. Ira Eaker, where 
general headquarters was established, 
as previously announced. While in 
command of the maneuvers General 
MacArthur rerouted the course of the 
Division. 

General MacArthur expressed com- 
plete satisfaction at the success of the 
maneuvers up to that point. General 
Fechet also was pleased. On his re- 
turn to Washington, General Mac- 
Arthur sent a telegram, “Well done, 
First Air Division.” 

The reason given for the necessity 
of establishing a general headquarters 
was the injection into the maneuvers 
of a problem involving the defense of 
Boston against a simulated attack 
form the sea. For this defense it was 
assumed that the Panama Canal had 


been destroyed, cutting off the Pacific 


Fleet, and that the Atlantic Fleet had 





been dispersed, leaving the defense of 
Boston up to the Air Corps. 

The day before he left for the 
maneuvers, May 23, General MacAr- 
thur made a radio address from Wash- 
ington over a large hook-up. The text 
of his address follows: 

“Alert and poised, the Army’s fal- 
con of the sky, the First Air Division, 
has just been reported to me by its in- 
trepid young commander, General 
Foulois, as ready and waiting. Sum- 
moned for the defense of the New 
England Coast from a mythical enemy 
approaching from the North Atlantic, 
its flights, squadrons, wings, and 
brigades have been mobilized in a 
position of readiness. 

“The defense of our coasts, the 
maintenance of the integrity of our 
land from enemy air marauding, is 
their mission. From our far-flung air 
fields, spotted from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, from the Great Lakes to the 
Rio Grande, they have winged their 
way to the critical arez. Single-seater

miles an hour, attack planes to hurl 
their deadly loads on ground troops; 
bombers with their tons of explosives 
three miles above the earth; fighters 
which will climb to heights of six 
miles straight up; transports which 
can span the nation from coast to 
coast between breakfast and supper;

New General Officers 
Named By President 


‘THE President has approved the rec- 

ommendation of the Secretary of 
War for the promotion and appoint- 
ment of the following officers: 

Col. Joseph P. Tracy, CAC, to be 
brigadier general vice Brig. Gen. 
LeRoy Eltinge, deceased. 

Col. Edward L. Munson, MC, to 
be Assistant to The Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army, with the rank of 
brigadier general for a term of 
four years from date of accept- 
ance vice Brig. Gen. Henry C. Fish- 
er to be retired May 31, 1931, by 
operation of law. 

General 'Iracy’s Career 

Brig. Gen. Joseph Powell Tracy was 
born in the District of Columbia, Oct. 
4, 1874, and on June 15, 1892, was ap- 
pointed to the United States Military 
Academy from Pennsylvania. Upon 
graduation from West Point in June, 
1896, he was appointed second lieuten- 
ant, 1st Artillery, and reported for 
duty at Ft. Wadsworth, N. Y. In Oc- 
tober the same year he was transferred 


| to Key West, Fla., and in April, 1897, 


was transferred to the 5th Artillery. 
During the remainder of 1897 and until 
August, 1898, he served at the various 
forts in the harbor of New York. On 
Aug. 8, 1898, he was appointed aide- 
de-camp to Maj. Gen. James F. Wade, 
United States Volunteers, and Sept. 4, 
the same year, sailed with General 
Wade for Havana, Cuba, where he re- 
mained until Jan. 7, 1899. 

From Cuba, General Tracy was trans- 

ferred to the Department of Dakota, 
St. Paul, Minn., and March 2, 1899, was 
promoted to first lieutenant of Artil- 
lery. On Feb. 22, 1901, he sailed for 
the Philippine Islands, and on Aug. 1, 
1901, was promoted to captain, Artil- 
lery Corps. He remained on duty in 
the Philippine Islands until July, 1902, 
when he returned to the United States 
for station at Ft. Casey and Ft. Flag- 
ler, Wash. In August, 1904, he was 
detailed as student officer, School of 
Submarine Defense, Ft. Totten, N. Y., 
from which he graduated in August the 
following year. From Ft. Totten, Gen- 
eral Tracy was transferred to Wash- 
ington, D. C., as Assistant to the Chief 
of Artillery, War Department. In Oc- 
tober, 1905, he was transferred to Ft. 
Monroe, Va., where he remained until 
March, 1907, when he was detailed on 
the General Staff and ordered to duty 
in War Department, Washington, 
D. C. 
On March 11, 1911, he was promoted 
to major, Coast Artillery Corps, and 
transferred to Ft. Adams, R. I. In 
April, 1913, he was transferred to Ft. 
DuPont, Dela., where he remained on 
duty until January, 1914, when he was 
detailed as student officer, Field Offi- 
cers Course, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans. 
In March, the same year, he returned 
to Ft. DuPont, and on Sept. 1, 1914, 
was detailed in The Adjutant General’s 
Department and ordered to duty at 
Headquarters Central Department, Chi- 
cago, Ill. On Dec. 14, 1914, he was 
again transferred to Washington, D. 
C., for duty in the office of The Adjut- 
ant General. On July 19, 1916, he was 
promoted to lieutenant colonel, Coast 
Artillery Corps, and on Aug. 5, 1917, 
was promoted to colonel, temporary, 
Coast Artillery Corps. He remained on 
duty in the office of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral until Sept. 20, 1918, when he was 
ordered to duty at Coast Artillery 
Training Center, Camp Eustis, Va. 

He organized, trained for service and 
demobilized the 36th Regiment of Coast 
Artillery. On Jan. 3, 1919, he was 
transferred to Ft. Hamilton, N. Y., and 
on the 11th of the same month was 
again detailed in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department and ordered to Wash- 
ington, D. C., for duty. On Aug. 31,

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Newspapers Comment On Future of Horse in Army Mechanization Program 





THE ANNOUNCEMENT of the War Department policy to be followed in 

mechanizing and motorizing the Army was greeted by the press in general 
with regret that the horse’s role may be minimized and announcement of the 
belief that the change has been inevitable since the World War. The opinion is 
expressed that there will still be use for the horse in the Cavalry. It was stressed 
that the horse s a great aid to morale, and editors agreed with General Mac- 
Arthur’s statement that the Cavalry spirit should be maintained. 


‘“TF’RADITION and sentiment undoubtedly are playing a large part in the de- 

cision of the army to retain the services of these faithful animals,” says the 
Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch (Independent). “General MacArthur reveals this when 
he asserts that it is the intention to ‘preserve the Cavalry spirit, an asset which, 
while intangible, is none the less a vital factor on combat’.” 


“THE WORLD WAR spelled the doom of Cavalry,” states the St. Louis, Mo., 

Star (Indpeendent). “It was the first great conflict in centuries where cavalry 
was not used to any large extent. Now, instead of cavalry, even for parades, 
ey ee be squadrons of lumbering tanks. War at last actually begins to 
ook hideous.” 


“HE WAR HORSE prances through the pages of history almost from the 

beginning of armed combats, and for long periods cavalry was regarded as 
the most efficient weapon of a commander,” notes the Wilmington, Del., Every 
Evening (Independent Democratic). “The mounted men were the shock troops of 
armies and the slaughter of horses almost invariably attained a high percentage 
in any sharp fighting. Friends of the ‘noble animal’ will express satisfaction that 
he may be largely spared in the future from participating in battles.” 


“W/HILE IT MAY BE possible that cavalry will have a place in modern war- 
fare, yet its role will probably be a minor one,” holds the Charleston, W. 
Va., Mail (Republican). “But gone are the days of such spectacular cavalry lead- 
ers as Murat, Sheridan, ‘Jeb’ Stuart, Custer and others. Airplanes and tanks 
have taken their place, and the automobile at times. 
“Methods of warfare change with invention and progress. The old Grecian 
meme so potent under Phillip of Macedon andAlexander, went down before the 
oman legions, while the armament of the invincible legions would avai! naught 
against the modern rifle and artillery. Hannibal’s elephants, once so effective, 
were discounted by the tactics of Scipio Africanus. The chariots of the ancient 
Egyptians and Assyrians are only broken relics in museums and scarce at that. 
The German needle gun in 1870 simply massacred the French cavalry.” 


“MODERN MOTOR UNITS and an adequate transport are essential,” points 

out the Colorado Springs, Colo., Gazette and Telegraph (Republican). “But 
it will be unfortunate if these factors are permitted to overshadow older but 
still vital military considerations. 

“The lessons of the World War are important. But it also should be remem- 
bered that the World War developed a strategy and technique of its own; that 
the battle conditions were dictated by the scene of operations, and that the same 
situation could not develop in any other part of the world. * * * In brief, the 
motorized army is indicated in Europe. The United States has different and 
brevder needs. Mechanized units cannot be ignored, but neither can the horse 
nor the lowly mule.” 


“TWODAY THE HORSE has a very limited usefulness in warfare,” states the 

4 Albany, N. Y., Knickerbocker Press (Independent Republican). “How radi- 
cally its value has changed under new conditions may be inferred from an outline 
of the original purposes of the cavalry as set forth in the early dictionary defi- 
nitions. Those purposes were ‘to furnish full information of the enemy, while 
screening the movements of its own army; to pursue and demoralize a defeated 
enemy, and at all times to threaten and intercept his communications, and in 
battle to strike suddenly at weakened points or turn exposed flanks.’ 


“But THE HORSE CAVALRY, as differentiated from the motor cavalry, is 
not yet out of business, any more than motorized artillery has put horse 
artillery out of business,” maintains the Savannah, Ga., News (Democratic), 
“There is room for both in armies and in wars and the chances are that a lot of 
yet-to-be-written history will tell of the feats of cavalrymen yet unborn.” 


“ QWA[ECHANIZING’ THE ARMY is not to be carried out regardless, states the 

Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican). “It is now announced that every ‘cay. 
alry’ regiment will not consist of armored cars. The horse may be obsolete in 
the sense that in many respects the machine is more efficient. But General Mae. 
Arthur is undoubtedly right in holding that ‘the cavalry spirit’, of which the horse 
is the real exemplar, ‘while intangible, is none the less a vital factor in combat! 
The reason is easy to understand. The true horseman loves his horse; he cannot 
have the same affection for a mechanical contrivance. 

“Although the usefulness of the cavalry arm in modern warfare may not be 
as great as it was in former days, the assumption that it is entirely out of date 
might be rash. There is still scouting to be done, and this needs intelligence 
in what is ridden as well as in the rider. Besides, tradition is not so easily over. 
thrown. There are horses in the Army almost as famous as generals. It may 
be sentiment to keep them; but sentiment is still a potent force in human affairs,” 


“THE CHANGE may be deplored by those who think of an army’s business in 

terms of romance and glory, but in military circles it has long been rec 
ognized as inevitable,” avers the Kalamazoo, Mich., Gazette (Independent). “Pic. 
turesque though the horse may be on parades and in pictures of cavalry charges, 
his disappearance was clearly foreshadowed during the first year of the World 
War. One of the main duties of the old-time cavalry—scouting—was taken 
over bodily by the airplane. The tank and the caterpillar-tread car go almost 
anywhere a horse can go over rough country, and they are far less vulnerable, 
* * * The American idea of land defense is a comparatively small but highly 
efficient standing army that can serve as a nucleus and a training school for a 
quickly-recruited national Army in the event of need. If we are going to keep 
our permanent military force as small as possible we should see that it is main- 
tained in accordance with the most up-to-date standards of service and equip- 


ment.” 


“4NAVALRY has played a highly important part in this country’s military his- 

tory,” states the San Antonio, Tex., Express (Independent). “Since the 
Great War the mounted arm has increased its fire power considerably by sup- 
plementing the rifles and pistols with the light, air-cooled Browning machine 
gun, which is carried on pack animals, * * * Commanders still must depend upon 
the mounted arm for such missions as conducting distant reconnaissance, estab- 
lishing first contact with an enemy and pursuing a retreating foe. In this work 
the cavalry now cooperates with the air forces, whose advance information gives 
effective direction to its reconnoitering units. Planes also are depended upon to 
protect cavalry and other ground troops from hostile aircraft. As yet no effec- 
tive substitute for cavalry has been found when troops are required to seize im- 
portant strategic objectives—such as bridge-heads and river-lines—before the 
main forces arrive. The mounted arm is indispensable also for operating in 
rugged regions where wheeled transport cannot be employed.” 


“THIS CHANGE was inevitable, after the distressing lack of opportunity to 

use cavalry (horse) that was demonstrated in the late war,” claims the 
Cleveland, Ohio, Plain Dealer (Independent Democratic). “To get nearer the 
front than the brass hat sector a cavalryman in 1917 had to change himself into 
an artilleryman. Thousands of them were so metamorphosed and made mighty 
good artillerymen.” 


“But IT IS PROBABLE that the cavalry of the next big war will be mounted 

on steeds of steel, heavily armed and capable of high speed over the rough- 
est sort of country,” says the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Repub- 
lican). “There will be exceptions no doubt, for a horse can get around under con- 
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“How long could a cavalry army compete in accomplishing those objectives 


against the airplane, the telegraph, the smoke screen and the machine gun?”

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Signal School Maneuvers

Design Mortars 


New Mortars—Due to various factors, 
the Ordnance Committee has approved 
a report recommending the initiation 
of projects to design muzzle-loading 
mortars and mounts for tests to com- 
pare with the breech-ioading 75-mm. 

Since the 
38-inch mortar has a bore approximately

War Dept. Mobilization Plan 


(Following is the second installment 
of General MacArthur’s outline of the 
War Department Mobilization Plan 
before the War Policies Commission.) 


Muce has been said on the subject of 
equalizing the burdens of war. All 
statements on the subject must refer 
to burdens other than those incident 
to death and disability, for these can 
never be equalized. When a nation is 
called to arms, a partial solution of the 
problem lies in the adoption of some 
general system, which recognizes the 
hazards of war, weighs the rights of 
jndividuals against the needs of the 
State, and then fairly determine who 
shall fight and who shall stay at home. 
This question is one that has been 
much agitated since the World War. I 
believe that your Commission must 
reach definite conclusions concerning 
it, and consequently I shall explain in 
some detail the system that has been 
developed by the Joint Army-Navy 
Selective Service Committee, and adopt- 
ed in the War Department. It is a 
selective service system based upon the 
following principles: 

a. That provision of the Constitu- 
tion that sets apart all able-bodied male 
citizens between the ages of 18 and 
45 as the unorganized militia. 

b. Group equalization of the bur- 
dens of war by selecting, between the 
ages of 18 and 45, those ages which 
best fit the needs of the particular war. 
During the World War this latter range 
was initially 21 years to 30 years, both 
inclusive. 

c. Individual equalization of burdens 
within the particular ranges of ages 
Selected by means of defrements. 

d. Deferments made by a man’s 
neighbors for industrial and humani- 
tarian reasons only. 

e. No exemptions. 

f. After group selection and individ- 
ual deferments have been made, calls 
to service determined by lot. 

g. Any disturbance of the economic 
structure of the nation is to be kept 
to the practicable minimum. 

Briefly, the proposed system oper- 
ates as follows: 

a. The system is administered by a 
Director of Selective Service, assisted 
by a National Headquarters Staff, but 
is decentralized to each State to be 
operated within that State under the 
direction of the governor. The State, 
in turn, is decentralized into local 
board areas which include about 30,000 
population. In sparsely settled sec- 
tions the local board areas may include 
an entire county. If the system were 
invoked today, there would be roughly 
5,000 local boards. Each board will be 
composed of three members, residents 
of the local board areas. 

b. On a day set by proclamation of 
the President, all male persons within 
whatever ages he may designate (ex- 
cepting certain ones of the diplomatic 
and consular service, and those already 
in military and naval service) will reg- 
ister at their respective voting pre- 
cincts. 

c. The local board then sends to each 
registrant a questionnaire. This is 
designed to give the local board infor- 
mation on the registrant’s physical 
condition, any dependents he may have, 
his occupation, his religious convictions 
against war, and his citizenship. In 
it he may make claims for deferment. 

d. From the information thus ob- 
tained, the local board will classify 
each registrant into one of four classes, 
as follows: 

Class I—Those immediately available 
for induction into the public armed 
forces. 

Class II—Those whose induction is 
deferred because of the importance to 
the nation of the service they are ren- 
dering in civilian life. 

Class III—Those whose induction is 
deferred because they have dependents, 
under the meaning of the regulations, 
mainly dependent upon them for sup- 
port. 

Class IV—Those who are deferred 
from service by law, or whose induc- 
tion, for obvious reasons, would be un- 
desirable. 

e. The registrant may appeal from 
his classification to a district board of 
appeals, one of which will have been 
set up in each Federal judicial district. 

f. While not a part of either the 
Army or Navy, close liaison is main- 
tained with them by the Director of 
Selective Service. With this liaison, 
the director will know weeks in advance 
= calls which he will be required to 

This system will provide, say within 
the ages of 21 and 30, as used in the 
World War, a reservoir of eleven mil- 
lion registrants. A rough estimate, 
without taking out the volunteers, in- 
dicates that from the registrants will 


.not be avoided.

come a Class I of four million men. 
This number will supply the Army and 
Navy with sufficient manpower (plus 
the volunteers in ages 18 to 21) to 
meet the mobilization plan for the first 
twelve months. Annually there will be 
an accretion of approximately 800,000 
young men who will have arrived at 
the age of registration and who will 
be taken up and added to the rolls. 
This class will produce a large per- 
centage of fighting men. 

From the viewpoint of your Com- 
mission, the matter of deferments is 
of paramount importance. It directly 
concerns the problem of equalizing the 
burdens of war. As stated before, de- 
ferments are contemplated. They can- 
If the selection of a 
certain able-bodied man would cause 
his invalid wife and three small chil- 
dren to become public charges, it is 
evident that the public interest will not 
be served. Other similar cases can be 
imagined, and in the event of war, 
many thousands will occur. Because 
of their knowledge of local conditions, 
the local boards will be able to render 
acceptable judgments in cases of de- 
ferments involving humanitarian con- 
siderations, and so tend to equalize the 
burdens locally. 

Deferments involving industry will 
be more difficult. As in the World War, 
differences of opinion will arise. They 
are inevitable. Even with the closest 
possible liaison between labor, indus- 
try, and the selective service system, 
it will be at times impossible for all 
to agree as to what industries and fac- 
tories are essential. After these de- 
cisions have been made and dissemi- 
nated, the questions as to whether a 
certain man is more essential to indus- 
try than to a combat organization will 
still involve factors about which there 
can be no unanimity of opinion, espe- 
cially in the early stages of the war 
before replacements for men deferred 
to industry can be trained. For the 
sake vf preserving high national mo- 
rale, the local boards, supplied with 
vital information, must be permitted 
to act in accordance with the particular 
situation which confronts them. 

With 5,000 local boards engaged in 
selecting fighting men, mistakes are to 
be expected. But most of these mis- 
takes can be corrected. There are no 
exemptions, and a deferment once made 
is not final. In fact, deferments change 
with conditions, and any man can be 
reclassified and called when circum- 
stances require. The War Department 
believes that the system, while not 
perfect, is sound and will result in a 
generally satisfactory compromise be- 
tween the needs of the Army and Navy 
and those of industry. With the pass- 
age of time and longer study of the 
relation between industry and selective 
service the proposed system will be 
improved and refined. 

Procurement of Munitions 

As previously stated, the basic Gen- 
eral Mobilization Plan has set up not 
only requirements in men, but material 
requirements as well. Six field armies 
are composed of corps, divisions, brig- 
ades, and smaller units, and must be 
supported by other organizations. Each 
organization requires its particular 
unit equipment of rifles, guns, wagons, 
trucks, and son almost ad infinitum. 
Each soldier must have shoes, coats, 
and a multitude of the other accesso- 
ries of the fighting man. Just as the 
number of soldiers required during suc- 
cessive periods, beginning with the first 
day of war, has been estimated for, ‘so 
has the number of all items of equip- 
ment. This information, in the requi- 
site detail, has been furnished to the 
Assistant Secretary of War. It forms 
the basis of the industrial researches 
made by that official, whose aim it is 
to insure the procurement of all items 
in the quantities and at the times indi- 
cated by those responsible for conduct- 
ing combat operation. The matter of 
procurement is one demanding constant 
study, revision, and compromise. If it 
can be shown that the demands of the 
military for certain items cannot be 
met because of too stringent specifica- 
tions, then the specifications must be 
modified. If facilities for the manufac- 
ture of certain items are extremely 
limited, and probably incapable of meet- 
ing full war-time needs, then accept- 
able substitutes must be devised and 
authorized. The general need for sup- 
plying the armed forces within reason 
with necessaries, and the subsidiary 
problems growing out of that need, 
have engrossed the various divisions 
of the War Department: for years. 
Those of the Assistant Secretary of 
War are so important, and bear so di- 
rectly on that of your Commission, that 
they deserve much consideration. I 
wish to emphasize particularly the im- 
portance of the various items of am- 
munition, Here are commodities pro- 








duced in small amounts, or not at all, 
in peace-time, which must be furnished 
in almost unbelievably large quantities 
in a major emergency. Furthermore, 
the production and handling of ammu- 
nition and its explosive components by 
hastily trained personnel involves haz- 
ards comparable with those in the zone 
of combat. 
Industrial Planning 

At this point we bring up that phase 
of War Department activity which in 
all its parts, directly or indirectly, af- 
fects the distribution of economic bur- 
dents in war. 

The National Defense Act specifically 
charges the Assistant Secretary of War 
with the supervision of the procure- 
ment of all military supplies and other 
business of the War Department per- 
taining thereto, and the assurance of 
adequate provision for the mobilization 
of materiel and industrial organizations 
essential to war-time needs. 

The task imposed by this legislative 
directive is no simple one. It is easy 
enough to make the obvious generali- 
zation that every material thing and 
industrial agency shall, in the event of 
war, serve the State equally with the 
soldier who bears a rifle in the field. 
The problem consists in making all the 
pre-arrangements necessary to insure 
effective use of material resources in 
war. The system evolved must incor- 
porate the views of the Army, the 
Navy, and of industry, and must re- 
ceive the approval of Congress and of 
the President. The ramifications of 
the pre-arranging process are almost 
endless. There are demanded constant 
study and research. Every progressive 
idea whose apparent worth stands the 
test of complete analysis must be given 
its place in a concrete and living plan 
that is in consonance with all other 
preparations. 

Results of Failure To Prepare 

During the hearings of last March 
your attention was frequently invited 
to the lack of industrial preparation 
prior to our entry into the late conflict. 
Failure to provide for a coordinated 
purchasing system in the War Depart- 
ment has been rightly blamed for much 
of the difficulty that made itself felt 
in the early months of the war. More- 
over, a comprehensive program for ef- 
fecting the unification of American in- 
dustrial effort had to be slowly and 
tediously developed as the War pro- 
gressed. Experience in modern war has 





demonstrated that lack of adequate 
plans for industrial mobilization and 
for War Department procurement. is 
the source of many evils in war, among 
which may be listed: 

Delay in the procurement of neces- 
sary munitions, perhaps even to the 
point of jeopardizing national safety. 

Lack of knowledge concerning the 
amounts of supplies needed, causing 
waste of resources in over-production 
on the one hand, and a shortage of es- 
sential items on the other. 

Lack of knowledge concerning the 
most logical places for munition pro- 
duction, resulting in improper distri- 
bution of the load and causing conges- 
tion, difficulties in transportation, in- 
efficient use of resources, and local and 
finally general upsets in the price 
structure. 

Uncoordinated purchasing by many 
government agencies of tremendous 
amounts of supplies, encouraging com- 
petition among these agencies, and in- 
evitably resulting in further maladjust- 
ments in the price structure. 

Inequitable distribution of war’s eco- 
nomic burdens. 

Two Classes of Plans 

This phase of War Department plan- 
ning activity deals with two related, 
yet fairly distinct, problems. The first 
comprises arrangements for purchasing 
Army munitions in emergency, a task 
that must be carried out in war by the 
War Department itself. The second is 
to develop, in cooperation with the 
Navy, and other interested agencies, 
organizational and functional plans te 
assist the President in controlling Am- 
erica’s productive assets in war, a re- 
sponsibility with which, after any 
emergency begins, the combat services 
will have no direct connection. 

I particularly ask you to observe 
this line of demarcation during the re- 
mainder of my discussion, since its 
clear perception is necessary to an un- 
derstanding of the War Department’s 
preparatory work affecting industrial 
matters in war. 

Basic Considerations 

Plans for Army procurement are 
based upon the following general prin- 
ciples: 

a. Provisions for procuring equip- 
ment must be detailed and exact, and 
essential production must begin imme- 
diately upon the outbreak of war.

EVIPENTLY, THE WAR DEPARTMENT has swung around to the position 

taken by the Joint Congressional Pay Committee of the last session. Assist- 
ant Secretary of War for Air Davison, in the course of his speech at Dayton, 
Ohio, on May 18, endorsed the MacArthur promotion plan, and observed that 
until promotion was determined, pay increase could not be obtained. He added 
the opinion that after promotion legislation, “the Chief of Staff’s next battle 
will be to adjust the pay situation.” 

It is good news that the War Department, as a unit, is pressing both promo- 
tion and pay adjustment. We shall only hope that Congress will not become 
involved in a controversy over the former. There are many ways of drawing 
a red herring across the trail, and the politicians at the Capitol are adept in 
such maneouvres. We may expect the Senate and House Military Committees 
to hold promotion hearings, and probably to report out bills which will express 
the views of the chairmen and individual members. This will mean that the 
most that can be hoped for at the next session will be promotion reform. Pay 
increase will go over until the following session, which is a short session, and 
action thereon will be extremely difficult. In the meantime, although the Navy 
promotion question is settled, the Services will continue in thir present needy 
situation. We wonder how long public opinion will stand such flouting!

QFFICEHOLDERS NECESSARILY are responsive to popular sentiment. Their 
bread and butter depend upon it. Sometimes they misjudge it, with the 
result that they are relegated to private life. In spite of pacifist propaganda 
and active publicity stunts, the fact remains that the American people are firm 
believers not only in adequate but in efficient national defense. Senator Robin- 
son, of Arkansas, who was a signatory of the London pact, now is denouncing 
the Administration for cutting the Navy personnel. Mr. Robinson is a candidate 
for the Democratic Presidential nomination, and probably will be named as the 
Vice Presidential candidate. We are not surprised that Representative Collins, 
of Mississippi, should advocate a reduction in the Army commissioned personnel; 
he is merely repeating what he has hitherto expressed, and he regards it as 
good politics to show that the Army post reduction program is “bunk.” Should 
Mr. Collins become chairman of the House Appropriations Committee (and he 
is in line for this position whenever the Democrats organize the House), we pre- 
dict that the responsibility for national defense will cause him to hesitate to 
favor any such cut as he now advocates. In any case he would encounter the 
opposition of the Democrats on the House Military Committee, and he could not 
get a proposal of this kind through Congress. President Hoover realizes that 
the present strength of the Army is the minimum we should have, and so does 
the country. In spite of Mr. Collins, we predict that the Democratic convention, 
in its platform, will go on record as condemning the Republican policy with 
respect to national defense, unless a change should occur during the next year. 





‘THE SHORT AND UGLY WORD was properly employed by Assistant Secre- 

tary Davison in denouncing reports that the air maneuvers are costing an 
additional $3,000,000. It is clear that machines cannot produce their maximum 
efficiency unless run by experts, and expertness is gained only by experience. 
Te operate an engine, men must work with and at the engine; to fly a plane, avia- 
tors must be in the air. It makes no difference where a plane may be, the cost 
of operation is a constant factor. The mere statement of this fact supports Mr. 
Davison’s assertion that the maneuvers have not required the expenditure of 
an additional dollar. Moreover, by flying in formations and maneouvring as they did 
over the Middle West and New York and New England, pilots and observers ob- 
tained valuable experience in supplement of separate training. Such criticism as 
was uttered in connection with the maneuvers came from men and women who 
want the United States to disarm completely, and who lay all our economic ills, 
and, we almost forgot to say, the present tariff rates, to our failure to deprive the 
country of national defense of any kind. We are happy in the fact that the 
maneuvers have received the overwhelming support of public opinion. They 
were justified by the display of expertness which occurred and the confidence 
given to the people that our Air defense can be relied upon in case of trouble. 
Think of it, only one forced landing at New York in spite of the heavy weather, 
the low ceiling and the difficult visibility! 





‘HE SUPREME COURT of the United States believes in preparedness. This 

is the inference fairly to be drawn from observations contained in the ma- 
jority opinion denying naturalization to two Canadians, Professor Douglas 
Clyde MacIntosh, of Yale, and Marie A. Bland. Describing peace as sweet and 
holy and war as abominable, the opinion went out of the way to point out that 
thus far mankind has been unable to devise any method of indefinitely prolong- 
ing the one or entirely abolishing the other. Of course, the Court had in mind 
the League of Nations and the Kellogg pact, which their supporters insist will 
lead the world to the millennium. The Court further observed that the war 
powers of Congress include the power in the last extremity to compel the armed 
service of any citizen in the land, without regard to his objections or his views 
in respect of the justice or morality of the particular war or war in general. In 
short, the Court holds that a citizen naturalized must occupy the same relation 
to the Government as the citizen native born. The latter is forced to assist in 
the common defense; so it declares must the former. It is a sound decision, and 
our only regret is that it has become the law of the land by a majority instead 
of an unanimous vote.

J. F.—According to the United 
States Pension Office, the heir of a pen- 
sioner has no right to receive pension 
accumulated at the time of the death 
of the pensioner. A pension is a per- 
sonal right to a veteran or his widow 
and upon their death any money due 
them reverts to the Government. How- 
ever, if at their death they have no 
funds to meet expenses incident there- 
to, such as doctor’s bills, funeral ex- 
penses, etc., anyone meeting these ex- 
penses may receive reimbursement 
from the Pension Office to the amount 
of the accumulated pension. This is 
never allowed where the testator leaves 
property from which these expenses 
could be paid. Inasmuch as the pen- 
sion payments are made upon the 
fourth day of every month the amount 
due if the pensioner died on the seven- 
teenth of the month, would be for 14 
days only in case the above conditions 
are present.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Pay and Promotion Discussed.—With Governmental department heads striving 
for further economies, and civil employees’ pay increases held up, prospects of 
the enactment of a service pay bill would seem to be very remote. Yet, those 
who are charged with the legislative program of the services, are rather opti- 
mistic of the chances of a service pay bill during the next Congress. The 
economy program, to the extent to which it is being pressed, is merely tem- 
porary, all agree, and when the turn toward prosperity occurs, and the stock 
market begins to rise, the chances of a pay increase bill will be at its zenith. 
The movement for adequate pay for the armed services has the unqualified 
support of the country, the great majority of the members of Congress favor 
it, and whenever optimism takes the place of the present economic outlook, a 
pay increase will be authorized. 

It seems clear that the joint pay bill idea is definitely scrapped. The War 
and Navy Departments favor separate service bills as do the military and naval 
legislative leaders in the House. The service leaders of the Senate, while they 
have not expressed themselves on the subject, are behind the departments when- 
ever they have an equitable cause. 

Separation of the project will mean that the Naval committee of the House 
will consider a Navy pay bill and the Military committee an Army bill. This 
in itself, will greatly enhance the possibilities of an increase. It will moreover 
have another practical effect, ie. in the character of the bills submitted to 
Congress. The Navy, which accepted the principle of pay based on length of 
service because of the insistance of the Army, will probably recommend a pay 
bill based on the findings of the McNamee Naval Board, which bases pay on 
rank. The Army, it is expected, will stick to the principle of pay based, at 
least partly, on length of service. 

With pay legislation waiting the return of “better times” enactment of a 
promotion bill is confidently looked forward to. Whether the War Department 
bill will meet with favor in the House military committee, remains to be seen. 
However, the enactment of the Naval bill last Congress bodes well for success 
sonnel bill, as well as legislation extending the retirement features provided for 
non-Academy graduates to staff corps, and possibly an amendment to the 1925 
staff equalization act. 

Last week in the Journal, the effect of the War Department promotion bill 
upon the Air Corps was discussed. The strength by grade of the Air Corps on 
July 1, 1930, had the proposed bill been in effect on that date was compared 
with the strength by grade as shown in the July 1, 1930, Army List and Direc- 
tory.

Military and Naval Rank Compared.—In all discussion of an equalized promotion 
system for all of the services, the one topic which has received the most atten- 
tion in Army circles, is of devising a plan which will allow officers of the mili- 
tary service to arrive at the same rank at the same time as Naval officers do. To 
this, Naval officers are wont to point out the difference in the Navy system, em- 
bodying as it does, forced attrition. They declare that because of the more 
uncertainty of promotion in the Navy, the rate of advancement should in justice 
be faster. Regardless of the merits of this moot question, there is one inequality, 
which has been little talked about. It is, of course, recognized and probably 
the reason little attention is paid to it, is that everyone sees the need for reme- 
dial legislation. That is the difference in the time spent in the lowest commis- 
sioned rank in the Army and in the Navy. The present situation calls this 
forcibly to attention. On June 7, the entire 1928 Naval Academy class, having 
completed three years’ service as ensigns, will be promoted to the rank of lieu- 
tenant, junior grade. At the same time, the last of the Military Academy class 
of 1925 will be promoted from second to first lieutenant. Of course, promotions 
in the 1925 class have been going on for months (the top man of the class was 
promoted July 19, 1930), but even so, it is clear that the Army second lieutenants 
who have been promoted during the past year all had three years of military 
training at the Academy before the ensigns, who are due for promotion next 
week, had started. Looking at it from another way, it will be seen that the Naval 
officers who entered the Naval Academy at the same time as the Army officers 
who have been promoted to first lieutenant during the past year, all advanced to 
the compensurate rank three years ago, in June, 1928. This same variance ap- 
plies to the Navy and Marine Corps, and is even more glaring, because of the 
fact that many of the Marine lieutenants are graduates of the Naval Academy.

Navy Abolishes “Holystone.”—Abolishment of the traditional “holystone” for 
cleaning wooden decks of naval vessels has been ordered by the Navy Depart- 
ment. The method, which has been used for scouring decks since the days of 
sailing ships, has been found to wear down the decks so rapidly that repair or 
replacement has become an item of expense tc the Navy Department which 
cannot be met under limited appropriations. The general order states: 

“The wooden decks of the new 10,000-ton light cruisers are so light that 
they may be made unserviceable very rapidly by the use of holystones. 

“It is therefore directed that the use of holystones or similar material for 
cleaning wooden decks be restricted to the removal of stains. 

“Wooden decks will usually be cleaned with brushes and sand or by such 
other means as will not cause excessive wear.”

Uniform System for Reserve Promotion Credits.—To provide an uniform system 
ot credits for military work performed by officers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
not members of the Federally recognized National Guard, the Adjutant General’s 
Office has issued a letter, May 25, stabilizing the hours of credit as a requisite 
for promotion. This applies, if earned within five years of date of recommenda- 
tion. for promotion and prior to October 1, 1930, or for reappointment with 
eligibility for assignment, active duty, and promotion in peace time. 

Hours of credit will be given for Army Extension Course, as announced 
in War Department orders, for each subcourse upon satisfactory completion of 
examination. For conference courses, credits will be given for inactive status at 
classes and the written solution of problems in connection as prescribed by the 
Corps Area Commanders, the time actually spent in the conference room and 
in the solution of the problem to be counted; provided that not more than 
two hours’ credit be given for attendance at any one class, and not more 
than a total of four hours’ credit for attendance at classes in any one day; and 
that the total credit for any subject or course by the conference method shall 
not exceed the credits allowed for the same or similar subjects covered by the 
Army Correspondence Courses. 

The attendance as students on an inactive status at such classes will be as 
prescribed by Corps Area Commanders, and will not exceed two hours for 
each class. Time actually spent in class to be counted and not to exceed seven 
hoairs per day. 

Credits will be given to Air Corps Reserve officers. three hours for each 
hour spent flying in military aircraft; one hour for each hour spent in piloting 


aa 
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civilian aircraft. Credit for flying will be given Air Corps Reserve officers in 
conformity with the aeronautical rating held. 

For inactive duty training with the Regular Army, not over seven hours 
a day credit will be given. For each full day of active duty; as a Reserve officer, 
o1 as a former National Guard officer if a commission in present or higher grade 
was held in the Officers’ Reserve Corps during the period involved, seven hours 
credit will be given for each full day of active duty for periods of less or more 
than 14 days. 100 hours for each 14-day period. 

For inactive duty training with Nationa! Guard troops the actual hours are 
not to exceed seven hours per day. For warrant officers or enlisted men on the 
active list of the Regular Army or in active service from a retired status, 40 
hours’ credit for each year of the period of his current appointment ni the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps while a member of the Regular Army in which his character is 
excellent. 

Administrative work as a member of a court or board convened by orders 
of the corps area commander; or administrative work in connection with officers’ 
unit credit will be given as prescribed by Corps Area Commander, but not to 
exceed 7 hours per day. 

Reserve officers acting as instructors at unit schools, or conference courses 
will be given credit equivalent to four times that given the student, but not to 
exceed seven hours per day. 

Medical officers conducting physical examination or equivalent professional 
work will be credited with one hour per examination or service, but not to exceed 
seven hours per day. For a practical test for certificate of capacity when not 
earned in the same appointment period as the other requirements for certificate 
of capacity credit will be given for actual hours consumed in conduct of test. 

As an instructor in Army Extension Courses credit will be given as pre- 
scribed by the Corps Area Commander excepting that not to exceed two hours 
of credit may be given for all work of this kind performed in a single day and 
not to exceed one hour in a single day when actual instruction is for a shorter 
period than 1% hours. 

To be given reappointment based upon a certificate of capacity the certificate 
must be earned during the current appointment period. Hours of credit will be 
awarded only by the Corps Area or Department commander concerned. Credits 
will not be awarded for activities other than those listed above unless approved 


by the Adjutant General in advance.

Conditions Show Waste Is Not Caused ‘By the Abandonment of Army Posts.— 


There may be a repercusston in Congress to the program of post disposal 
which its authors possibly did not consider when they urged it. Already it 
has been suggested that money was spent and therefore wasted on improvement 
at the points to be abandoned. This is not true. Nevertheless, it will be argued 
that plans for new construction at posts to be retained be held in abeyance cer- 
tainly during the period of the depression and, perhaps, pending the adoption of 
a new scheme of troop location, which political experts in the two Houses will 
offer. As was to have been expected, Congressmen whose districts are concerned 
in the recommendation of the War Department, are presenting emphatic protests, 
and are prepared to do some log-rolling when the House reassembles. It is for- 
tunate that Mr. James, chairman of the House Military Committee, is thoroughly 
familiar with conditions, as a result of his flights of some sixty thousand miles, 
and he is relied upon not only to support the Department’s plan of abandonment 
but to continue authorizations for posts which are now disgraced by shacks for 
living quarters. Secretary Hurley is to make a tour of the country this Sum- 
mer, and he, too, is expected to make some personal observations upon his re- 
turn which will be helpful both to Congress and the Army. Nothing should 
interfere with the provision of decent housing for the Services.

Chief of Insular Affairs To Visit Philippines.—Pursuant to instructions of the 
Secretary of War, Brig. Gen. F. LeJ. Parker, Chief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs, left Washington May 21 on an official visit to the Philippine Islands. It 
is customary for the Chief of the Insular Bureau to visit, from time to time, 
the Islands under War Department jurisdiction and the present recess of Con- 
gress, together with the early sailing of an Army transport for Manila, affords 
a favorable opportunity for General Parker’s visit. It is the first one that he 
has made to the Philippine Islands since his appointment as Chief of the Bureau 


of Insular Affairs in January, 1929.

Bishop Manning Defends Preparedness.—Bishop William T. Manning, of New 
York, at the dedication of the War Shrine in the Chapel of St. Paul’s Church in 
Hoboken, N. J., this week, defended strongly the need for armament and pre- 
paredness for future wars. 

“Whatever rises in the future, we can never agree to abandon armament so 
long as men and evil exist in this world. The occasion may arise when force 
will be needed for the defense of the right. In such a situation not to use force 
to defend the weak would be to surrender all claim of manhood. Every sensible 
person knows that our Army and Navy exist not for the promotion of war, but 
for the maintenance of right and peace,” Bishop Manning said. 

The air squadron which flew over New York, he said, encouraged war no 
more than a police parade stimulated crime. He then went on to say, “As 
Christians we will not listen to those who with singular ingratitude seeks to 
belittle the service of those who fought in the World War, and who say that 
these men accomplished nothing. Nor can we listen to those who decline to 
lift a hand for the right because of their pacifist ideals which are not really 
Christian.” 

He explained that he hoped eternal peace would eventually come, but that 
this should not affect our common sense ideas in the face of facts.

General Munson’s Record 

General Munson was born in New 
Haven, Conn.,* Dec. 27, 1868. He was 
educated at Yale University, graduat- 
ing in 1893, with the degrees of A.B., 
A.M., and M.D. He was appointed a 
lieutenant in the Army Medical Corps 
in 1893. Upon the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War he was ordered 
to Cuba, serving during the Santiago 
Campaign as executive officer to the 
Chief Surgeon, Fifth Army Corps. 


He was promoted to captain on May 
12, 1898. On June 24, 1898, he was de- 
tached from the office of the Chief Sur- 
geon, Fifth Army Corps, Siboney, Cuba, 
to take charge of outfitting of hospital 
transports. On July 10, he left Siboney 
with the sick and wounded on board 
the transport Breakwater, debarking 
at Ft. Monroe, Va. After temporary 
duty in the Office of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, Washington, D. C., he left Wash- 
ington Jan. 3, 1899, for Havana, Cuba, 
detailed to duty with the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army. On June 15, 1899, 
he returned to Washington, D. C., for 
duty in the Office of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral. From April 22, 1901, to June 30, 
1901, he was in charge of the Medical 
Department Exhibit, Pan American Ex- 
position, Buffalo, N. Y. 


He served as Assistant to the Sur- 
geon General of the Army from Nov. 
6, 1901, to June 27, 1902, and later 
accompanied Gen. Nelson A. Miles, in 
the capacity of A&sistant Surgeon, on 
General Miles’ trip to China and Japan. 
On Aug. 1, 1903, he sailed for the Phil- 
ippines on USAT Logan, reporting 
upon arrival in Manila to the Lt. Gen. 
of the Army. On Nov. 26, 1903, he 








was assigned to duty as Transport Sur- 
geon, USAT Ingalls, and accompanied 
the Commanding Officer of the Army to 
China and Japan. On March 29, 1904, 
he was assigned to duty under the Civil 
Government, Philippines, as Assistant 
Commissioner of Public Health for the 
Philippine Islands. He returned to duty 
in the United States on May 24, 1904, 
taking station at Ft. Bayard, N. Mex., 
where he was on duty as Commissary, 
Purchasing Officer, and at various times 
as Commanding Officer. On July 11, 
1906, he was promoted to the grade of 
major. He remained on duty at Ft. 
Bayard until April 18, 1907, when he 
was transferred to Ft. Sheridan, IIl., 
where he remained on duty until Aug. 
28, 1908.

profiteering will be minimized, and the 
distribution of economic burdens will 
be facilitated. 

In order that the Commission may 
form conclusions as to the influence 
the procurement methods we are devel- 
oping will have on the distribution of 
economic burdens and the elimination 
of profiteering, I shall sketch briefly 
the procedure being followed. 

From the standpoint of the combat 
arms, military supplies classify them- 
selves into several rather well defined 
groups. Each of the Army’s supply 
services is held responsible for the 
procurement of one of these groups. 

The necessity for this specialization 
and decentralization in Army supply is 
clearly evident to a student of military 
matters. A large proportion of the 
thousands of items needed by troops 
consists of highly technical, non-com- 
mercial articles. A single item may in- 
volve the products of many industries, 
and supplies must be delivered to troops 
in balanced lots, at exactly the time 
and place needed. In the aggregate, 
Army supply involves the whole rami- 
fication of industry. These supplies 
are needed in such volume that the 
actual work of procuring, transporting, 
and delivering each important class to 
the combat troops must be performed 
by a group of specialists. Firm cen- 
tralized control is exercised—decentral- 
ized operation is essential to success 
in war. 

As the initial step in the develop- 





ment of the plan, each procurement 
service computes the schedule of pro- 
curement it must attain in each of the 
items for which’it is held responsible. 
While statistics have been compiled to 
show that in the World War our shop- 
ping list contained 700,000 different 
items, this figure included many com- 
ponent parts, and relatively non-es- 
sential articles. The vitally essential 
list now includes about 4,000 articles 
complete for issue. 

A so-called industrial survey is con- 
ducted to learn what items each plant 
is best suited to produce. Capacity of 
each plant is carefully estimated in 
order to determine possibilities of pro- 
curement. Assistance in this work is 
obtained from existing governmental 
agencies, from trade associations, and, 
in the individual plants, from the actual 
plant executives. Approximately 15,- 
000 large facilities have been sur- 
veyed. 

To each selected plant there is as- 
signed in our plans a definite task to 
be undertaken in emergency. The task 
so assigned does not involve more than 
50 per cent of the normal capacity. 
This provision will effect a wider dis- 
tribution of the production load; and 
will permit each plant to maintain on 
a reduced basis normal commercial 
contracts, thus minimizing disturbance 
both at the beginning and at the end 
of a war. It provides a widely diversi- 
fied and distributed reserve of produc- 
tion. ‘ 

Necessary plans with respect to raw 
materials —labor—power—manufactur- 
ing facilities, and transportation are 
developed to insure the delivery of 
needed finished items. . 

Plans are also made to build up 
promptly the Army’s procurement or- 
ganization to the required strength. 


Important Features 


Some of the most critical features in 
the Army procurement plan are those 
of allocation; preparation of descrip- 
tion of manufacture; preparation of 
plans and studies affecting raw mate- 
rials; devising of adequate contract 
forms; and the selection and training 
of personnel. These subjects I shall 
discuss briefiy to demonstrate their re- 
lation to the problems this Commission 
is considering. .

Headquarters Co. 
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Citizenship Denied 
[HE Supreme Court of the United 
States has denied citizenship to 
two applicants who would not give an 
unqualified oath to bear arms in time 
of war. 


In the cases of the U. S. vs. Mac- 
Intosh and the U. S. vs. Bland, which 
have been pending before the courts 
for months, the Supreme Court ruled 
that the applicants for naturalization, 
who would not swear to “take up arms 
in defense of this country in time of 
war without reserving the right to de- 
cide for themselves whether the war 
was morally justified,” could not be- 
come citizens of the United States. 


In the latter case, the applicant, 
Marie Averill Bland, a Canadian war 
nurse, refused to take the oath of al- 
legiance to defend the Constitution of 
the United States and laws of the 
United States against all enemies, ex- 
cept with the written interpolation of 
the words, “as far as my conscience as 
a Christian will allow.” 


Douglas Clyde MacIntosh, a Yale 
theology professor, born in Canada, 
who applied for naturalization, would 
not swear “to bear arms in defense of 
his country when necessary” unless he 
would be free to judge of tne 
necessity. 

Justice Sutherland, in delivering the 
opinions of the court, declared that 
they came within the principles of the 
famous Rosika Schwimmer case, who 
was refused citizenship because of her 
refusal to take an oath to fight for 
this Government. Chief Justice Hughes 
and Justices Holmes, Brandeis and 
Stone dissented, taking the view that 
the religious scruples of those oppos- 
ing war should be respected. 


Justices McReynolds, Roberts, Van 
Devanter, and Butler took the view ex- 
pressed by Justice Sutherland. His 
opinion follows in part: 


“* * * The case is ruled in prin 
ciple by United States vs. Schwimmer, 
supra. In that case the applicant, a 
woman, testitfied that she would not 
take up arms in defense of the coun- 
try. She was willing to be treated on 
the basis of a conscientious objector 
who refused to take up arms in the re- 
cent war, and seemed to regard her- 
self as belonging in that class. She 
was an uncompromising pacifist, with 
no sense of nationalism, and only a 
cosmic sense of belonging to the hu- 
man family. * * *

OL. JOHN L. SHEPARD, USA, 

ret., died at Erie, Pa., May 23,1931. 

Col. Shepard was born in Sheboygan 
Falls, Wis., Sept. 7, 1870. He gradu- 
ated from the University of Wiscon- 
sin in 1890 with a B. L., and from Rush 
Medical College, Ill., in 1893, with an 
M. D. He entered the Army as as- 
sistant surgeon Feb. 21, 1902; pro- 
moted captain, assistant surgeon, Feb. 


Major, Apr. 23, 1914; lieutenant col- 
onel May 15, 1917; colonel Feb. 21, 
1928; retired for disability in line of 
duty Oct. 31, 1930. He served in Fed- 
eral Service as contract surgeon from 
Apr. 20, 1900, to March 17, 1902, and 
during the World War he held the 
grade of colonel from Oct. 12, 1918, 
until honorably discharged on June 30, 
1920. Col. Shepard received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal with the fol- 
lowing citation: 

“In 1918, as surgeon of Camp 
Funston, Kans., and of the 89th Divis- 
ion, he displayed high administrative, 
technical ‘and constructive ability in 
preventive measures adopted against 
epidemics and in the conservation of 
physical defects by their segregation 
and development.

But thus 
far mankind has been unable to: devise 
any. method of indefinitely prolonging 
the one or entirely abolishing the 
other; and, unfortunately, there is 
nothing which seems to afford positive 
ground for thinking that the near fu- 
ture will witness the beginning of the 
reign of perpetual peace for which 
eyerywhere 


good men and women 
never cease to pray. * * * 
“The alien, when he becomes a 


naturalized citizen, acquires, with one 
exception, every right possessed under 
the Constitution by those citizens who 
are native born (Luria vs. United 
States, 231 U. S. 9, 22); but he ac- 
quires no more. The privilege of the 
natitve born conscientious objector to 
avoid bearing arms comes not from the 
Constitution, but from the acts of Con- 
gress. That body may grant or with- 
hold the exemption as in its wisdom it 
sees fit; and if it be withheld, the na- 
tive born conscientious objector can- 
not. successfully assert the privilege. 
“No other conclusion is compatible 
with the well-nigh limitless extent of 
the war powers * * * which include, 
by necessary implication, the power, in 
the last extremity, to compel the arm- 
ed service of any citizen in the land, 
Without regard to his objections or his 
Views in respect to the justice or 
morality of the particular war or of 
war in general. * * * 

“The applicean. for naturalization 
ere is unwilling to become a citizen 
With this understanding. He is unwill- 
mg to leave the question of his fu- 
ture military service to the wisdom of 
Congress where it belongs, and where 
every native born or admitted citizen 
1s obliged to leave it. In effect, he of- 
fers to take the oath of allegiance only 
with the qualification that the ques-

the Government and stay its hand. We 
are a Christian people (Holy Trinity 
Church vs. United States, 143 U. S. 
457, 470-471), according to one an- 
other the equal right of religious free- 
dom, and acknowledging with rever- 
ence the duty of obedience to the will 
of God. 

“But, also, we are a Nation with the 
duty to survive; a Nation whose Con- 
stitution contemplates war as well as 
peace; whose government must go for- 
ward upon the assumption, and safely 
can proceed upon no other, that un- 
qualified allegiance to the Nation and 
submission and obedience to the laws 
of the land, as well those made for 


. war as those made for peace, are not 


inconsistent with the will of God. * * *”

Seventh Cavalry Band 


(The following is the concluding in- 
stalment of the history of the Seventh 
Cavalry Band.) 


‘THE Regiment remained at this sta- 

tion (Ft. Riley, Kans.), for ap- 
proximately three years and seven 
months, during which time it partici- 
pated in the Carnival at Wichita, 
Kans., St. Joe, Mo., and Omaha, Nebr. 
The Band at each place made a decided 
hit, due to the fact it was not only well 
balanced musically, but was the only 
mounted band in evidence. At each 
of these functions, the Regimental 
Trumpet Corps of 24 men, assisted 
greatly in making a record for the 
Seventh Cavalry Band by the splendid 
manner in which it played trumpet 
marches in conjunction with the Band. 
Many of the marches played were 
composed and arranged especially for 
— functions by the Bandleader, my- 
self. - 

In addition to the engagements out- 
lined while at Ft. Riley, the Band took 
part in all of the Department maneu- 
vers. 

In the Fall of 1910, we were in- 
formed that in January, 1911, the 
Regiment was to proceed to the Philip- 
pines for the second tour of duty. If 
I recall rightly, we arrived in Manila 
in the early part of March of the 
same year. We found Gen. James 
Franklin Bell, a former Adjutant of 
the Seventh Cavalry, the Division 
Commander. He directed the Regi- 
ment to take station at Ft. William 
McKinley. By direction of General 
Bell, the Seventh Cavalry Band was 
designated as the official band of the 
Division and for three years, 1912, 
1913, and 1914, accompanied the Divi- 
sion Commander and the Civil Govern- 
ment to Baguio and Camp John Hay 
for a period of approximately six 
months each year. During this time, 
we were absolutely detached from any 
connection with the Regiment. 

The duties of the Band while at 
Mountain Province were concerts, sere- 
nades and a general dance each Sat- 
urday evening, which was participated 
in by the Military and Civil Govern- 
ment officials. For these dances, each 
member of the Band received four 
pesos, which was paid to the men on 
Monday morning of each week. This 
day was set aside by General Bell as a 
holiday—so that the men could spend 
their pesos and roam at will over the 
beautiful country which consisted of 
mountains and deep valleys. 

During our tour in this section of 
the Philippines the Band was nomi- 
nally under command of Captain Hil- 
gard, now Colonel, Quartermaster 
Corps, for routine matters. This gen- 
tleman rendered wonderful service in 
seeing that the Band was well cared 
for and was most agreeable and will- 
ing at all times to make our stay in- 
teresting and pleasant. 

On April 1, 1914, I made application 
for retirement and was ordered to Ft. 
William McKinley to await sailing of 
the transport, April 15, for San Fran- 
cisco. I was granted leave of absence 
to June 1, upon which date I was re- 
tired from active service. 

On June 25, 1914, i assumed the du- 
ties of inspector of musical instru- 
ments at the Philadelphia Quarter- 
master Depot, receiving an Executive 
appointment, which, of course, waived 
all Civil Service requirements. 

In 1918, I was appointed Chief In- 
spector of Musical Instruments, in 
which duty I have continued to the 
present time. 

In closing this narrative, I wish to 
remark that the great success which I 
accomplished as Bandleader of the 
Seventh Cavalry Band, could not have 
been obtained without the wonderful 
cooperation of the Colonels, Adjutants 
and other officers under whom I had 
the pleasure of serving. The excel- 
lency of the Band was_ proverbial 
throughout the service; its musical 
high standards can, in a great mea- 
sure, be attributed to the splendid per- 
sonnel, regardless of the many changes 
which took place during the 16 years 
I was Bandleader. 

(This ends Mr. Brockenshire’s story. 
The rest of the facts were supplied by 
the present bandleader, W. O. James 
B. Alien.) 

The Regiment hiked from Ft. Wil- 
liam McKinley in July, 1914, to Camp 
Stotsenberg, relieving the 8th Cav- 
alry, and in November of the follow- 
ing year, embarked for the States, 
where they arrived in December. After

occupying temporary quarters at the 
Presidio of San Francisco for about 
two weeks, the Regiment traveled by 
rail to Douglas, Ariz., to relieve the 
9th Cavalry. 


In March, 1916, the Seventh Cavalry 
was ordered into Mexico, the Band re. 
maining at Douglas until July, when 
they were ordered to rejoin the Regi- 
ment in October. 


All troops were ordered out of 
Mexico in January, 1917, the Seventh 
arriving at Columbus, N. Mex., re- 
maining there two days, and then 
marching to Ft. Bliss, Tex., where the 
Regiment has been stationed until the 
present time. 


The Chamber of Commerce of El 
Paso, Tex., received permission to take 
the Band with them on a good will ex- 
cursion into Mexico in September, 
1922 

In addition to serving as a Regimen- 
tal and Post Band, the Seventh is call- 
ed on many occasions to furnish music, 
both of a civic and military nature, in 
El Paso, and the many thousands who 
attend the concerts attest the Band’s 


popularit~ 
The Bandmasters of the Seventh 
Cavalry, since Mr. Brockenshire’s 


time, have been Mr. Hirschberger, Mr, 
Eysmont, Mr. Price, and Mr. Nord.

row on row, grim, waiting, they stand 
ready for the order of flight. 

“Almost unconsciously my thoughts 
go back to a bloody morning on the Oure 
in July, 1918. I can see the ground 
troops forming grimly for the attack 
on Fere-en ardenois—blue-lipped, cov- 
ered with sludge and mud, chilled by 
the wind and rain of the fox-hole, driv- 
ing home to their objective or to the 
judgment seat of God. And up above 
us that whirling, swirling mass of an 
air fight to belch forth a falling, sick- 
ening crash of fatality, and that gal- 
lant young eaglet, Quentin Roosevelt, 
dying unquestioning, uncomplaining, 
with faith in his heart and on his lips 
the hope that we would go on to vic- 
tory. 

“From 22 years ago and our first 
military plane, to this mighty air 
armada, what a contrast! How truly 
it demonstrates that the history of 
war is dominated by change. Wars 
are largely won through new ideas 
and inventions. The great captains of 
history have all been innovators. They 
have had background, but they have 
not looked backward. In addition to 
the valor and discipline that can be de- 
veloped in the Army, they have in- 
variably had at their disposal new 
methods and new ideas. The military 
tabulations of the world’s battlefields 
reads like an index of new weapons, 
new equipment, new conceptions which 
have in result swayed the destinies of 
mankind. War chariots, elephants, 
the Roman sword, chain-mail, gun- 
powder, the bayonet, the ramrod, per- 
manent regular formations as devised 
by the Ottoman Turks, the regiment- 
ing of religious enthusiasm by Mo- 
hammed, the railroad, the telegraph, 
the airplane, the General Staff, each in 
its turn has brought victory. 

“A sure indication of health and 
virility in military thought is to refuse 
to be bound down by the limitations 
of equipment at present in use. We 
must hold our minds alert and .recep- 
tive not only to the six-mile ceiling 
bomber and the mile-a-minute com- 
bat car which are already on the mili- 
tary horizon, but to the application of 
unglimpsed methods and weapons that 
the engineer, the chemist, and the 
physicist may provide. The next war 
will be won in the future, not in the 
past. We must go on, or we will go 
under. 

“General Fechet, our able and pro- 
gressive Chief of the Air Corps, has 
just reported the enemy sighted in 
mid-Atlantic under full head of steam, 
accompanied by his entire force of 
airplane carriers. Zero hour ap- 
proaches.”

mechanization, so the outlook for funds 
Beems to be bright. The drawback, 
however, is that a determined effort 
will be made to reduce the total ap- 
propriations so that something else 
will have to get along on less funds. 

Now that the United States Army 
has expressed itself in no uncertain 
terms regarding its policies of me- 
chanization it is interesting to note 
what the trend of thought along these 
lines is abroad. The heory of mechani- 
zation is generally credited to the 
British, who sought through it to re- 
store movement to the battlefield. With 
warfare stabilized through the supe- 
rior fire-power of the modern defensive 
weapons, the British turned to ar- 
mored forces as a method of nullify- 
ing the defensive fire. As early as 
1927 the British turned to experimenta- 
tion with armored forces. The general 
trend of their thought, however, has 
been the use of such armored forces 
to perform attack roles and work with 
the Infantry. Such forces they are 
building around the light and medium 


tanks, with other vehicles supporting. | 
in the Cavalry they are emphasizing | those present were Col. Frank B. Wat- 


the armored car instead of the tank 
type vehicle. A portion of their Cav- 
gry is now “horseless,” performing 
ts missions with armored cars. 

With the French mechanization of 
their huge army is too costly a propo- 
sition for their serious consideration. 
French thought gives to the tank a di- 
visional function, while what mechniza- 
tion they sare evperimenting with is 
Cavalry and is being built up around 
the armored car instead of the tank 
type vehicle. 

Tanks are forbidden to the Germans 
under the treaty of Versailles, but 
their military thought along the lines 
of mechanizatien is profound. In their 
field maneuvera they frequently take 
ordinary passenger cars and masque- 
rade them with cardboard to simulate 
the appearance of tanks. It is quite 
likely that without the restrictions of 
the treaty Germany would go in heav- 
ily for mechanization. Along what 
lines, is of covrae problematical. 

Russia’s vast army has little that 
could be called mechanization. They 
have bought some tanks and have 
built some of their own. But the role 
they assign tc them is little different 
from the role played in the World War. 

In connection with Cavairy and its 
relationship te mechanized forces, or 
“armored forces” as the British call 
them, it is interesting to review the 
thought of Brig. Gen. H. Rowan-Robin- 
son, of the Rritish Army, as expressed 
in his book “Further Aspects of 
Mechanizati«n,” wherein he says: 

“A cavalry brigade out on a line of 
observation was penetrated by an ar- 
mored force. Instead of regarding 
this as defeat and collapsing, it took 
to woods and other tank-free locali- 
ties and then revenged itself by guer- 
rilla warfare on supply columns and 
messengers. Then, too, on the battle- 
field it distinguished itself by a num- 
ber ef short, quick, surprise charges 
effected by a clever use of ground or 
of darkness, and over before hostile 
machine-guns could be brought into 
play. This use of cavalry in/the dark 
was brought prominently to notice in 
India in the maneuvers of 1925. The 
infantry moved by night to escape 
gic observation and attack, ‘and the 


cavalry repeatedly struck at it on the. 


march under conditions where tlfe rifle 
and the machine-gun were no more 
effective than the blunderbuss. It was, 
however, in the last phases of the Sal- 
isbury Command Maneuvers last year 
that cavalry reached its zenith per- 
formance. After displaying mobility 
superior to that of the armored force 
of which it formed a part, it met hos- 
tile infantry in strong positions on a 
river. By a process of tap and side 
slip it discovered’ the main distribution 
of the enemy, passed rapidly to a flank, 
crossed the river and effected a con- 
siderable surprise, nearly capturing the 
opposing commander. 

“To all these finely executed maneu- 
vers one may award a just tribute 
of praise. But there are many ‘buts’ 
to consider.

armored fighting vehicle and will not 
survive the encounter.

And charges were by no means all 
short; there were a number of longer 
movements across the battlefield from 
which neither horse nor rider would 
have returned. ‘The tic-tac of the 
machine-gun is the funeral song of 
great charges.’ This was not made 
clear at the time, because, at peace 
maneuvers, there cannot be an um- 
pire with each section; nor, where he 
is present, can he always catch the 
cavalry to break the news of its an- 
nihilation. The ostensibly 
mobility of cavalry at the Command 
Maneuvers was due partly to the slow 
pace of the armored force, which hard- 
ly reached six miles an hour, and partly 
to the short distance apart of the op- 
posing forces, which prevented any 
comparisons between the speed and 
range of cavalry and armored cars 
respectively. In the last achievement 
mentioned, the dismounted troopers, 
after affecting their surprise, seized 
and lined an important ridge; but, 
while there, their led horses on the re- 
verse slopes were destroyed by gun 
and machine-gun fire; and they them- 
selves were shortly afterwards driven 
bacq by a counter-attack. Much, there- 
fore, as we would like to think other- 
wise, the performance of the cavalry, 
though splendid in appearance, could 
not for the most part have been exe- 
cuted in modern war. 

= “Study of the modernization of the 
cavalry arm in various countries re- 
veals a strong concensus of opinion 
in four directions: 

“Firstly, that, in spite of war expe- 
rience in France, cavalry has, with 
slight additions in mobility and fire- 
power, still a big place on the modern 
European battlefield. 

“Secondly, that its endowment with 
increased fire-power, and mobility has 
enhanced its value for the execution 
of its normal tasks; whereas, actu- 
ally, in the opinion of the author, it 
has reduced its value except for abnor- 
mal tasks. 

“Thirdly, that armored cars and cav- 
alry and motorized infantry and cav- 
alry form suitable combinations in 
spite of differences in mobility and 
staying power. 

“Fourthly, that cavalry, naked in an 
armored war, still retains its offen- 
sive power.”

(Continued trom Page 923) 
as A. D. Rugh, who signed the edito- 
rial, from misguiding and misleading 
the readers of the paper. 

The most offensive statement is the 
ast paragraph, which reads: 

“Young men, you can have all 
your expenses paid if you want to 
learn the art of murder and de- 
struction this summer. Are you 
going to be bribed?” 

The C. M. T. C. is not “a device used 
by the War Department to develop 
military mindedness and a faith in the 
milftary system as a means of settling 
international questions.” Nothing 
could be further from the facts. Fur- 
ther the editorial states “the military 
system and all those who have invested 
interests in it foster the suspicions, 
misunderstandings and hatreds that 
ultimately make ‘defense wars’ neces- 
sary from the militaristic point of 
view.” The military system does no 
such thing or things, and there are no 
“invested interests” in the military 
system. 

It would be a godsend to this coun- 
try as a nation and to the young men 
of it individually, if they could all at- 
tend a complete course of C. M. T. C, 
camps. War is inevitable in the fu- 
ture as long as human nature remains 
what it is, and the only way that the 
United States can avoid being involved 
in war is to have adequate prepared- 
ness, which would insure peace and not 
war. The reason why we cannot have 
adequate preparedness and why the 
wise Defense Act passed by Congress 
in 1920 has been emasculated and fail- 
ed of its purpose is because of igno- 
rance on the part of the people, such 
as displayed by the writer of this edi- 
torial. 

That these false and treasonable 
statements should appear in an organ 
of an organization that holds a posi- 
tion in our comity that the “Y” holds, 
makes it all the more serious and rep- 
rehensible. 

I sincerely hope that you will see to 
t that no such similar statements ever 
appear in publications controlled by the 
‘Y,” and also that the writer of this 
editorial be properly disciplined.
